A terrible explosion took place at the 
streets, 
New Orleans atan early hour the other 
morning, by which the ship chandlers’ 
store of Charles J. Salathe and the ad- 
joining ealoon and ftishermen’s exchange 
conducted by Charles Salathe. was com- 
pletely de: stroyed. Fire broke ont immedi- 
ately following the explosion, which oe- 
curred in the ship chandlers’ store, in 
which a quantity of powder and shot 
was always kept. The front and side 
walls of the two buildings were entireiy 
bliownup, but the rear portions were left 
standing, showing that the explosion 
occurred in the front part of the build- 
ing. The number of dead is not known, 
but at least a dozen were sleeping in the 
building at the time, who all were buried 
beneath the debris and it is learned have 
been either crushed to death or will be 
burned to a char before the firemen can 
rescue them. At the hour of the ex- 
plosion the street in front was beginning 
to till up with market people, A number 
of wagons were on Decatur street, and on 
the sidewalks, and in the markets small 
knots of men were getting out goods or 
trading for daily supplies. The trade 
was cut short by a mutiled sound which 
came from across the street and all in- 
stinctively turned expecting an explos- 
ion. The walls were lifted 2nd came 
down with a crash on all sides. The 
force of the explosion was terrible. 
Drivers were hurled ftom their vehicles 
and wares on the market stands were 
blown to the four winds. The ex-

NAKED AND DEAD. 
The Body of Joseph Hayson Found in His 
Cabin With Only One Boot On, 


A visitor to the cabin of Joseph Hay- 
son, at the corner of Hawks and Camp- 
bell avenue, Vancouver, recently, was 
surprised to find the dead body of the 
owner of the cabin lying on the floor, 
entirely naked, with the exception of a 
boot on one foot. There was a supposi- 
tion that deceased might have succumb- 
ed to starvation but there was a parcel 
of bread on the table unopened. He 
has also been known to be subject to fits. 

_ Deceased has only been a resident of 
Vancouver for a few years but is a pio- 
neer in the province having been for 
many years emploved as a miner at Na- 
naimo. He also kept a hotel there for 
some time but failed. He then by thrift 
accumulated $2,000 and came to Vancou- 
ver. which he invested in two lots where 
his cabin now stands. He was about 72 
years of age and had latterly mortgaged 
his property for money for sustenance. 
He announced toa friend a short time 
ago that it was his intention to make 
application for admission to the Old 
Men’s Home at Kamloops and to turn 
over his property to the government. 
Coroner McGuigan gave instractions for 
the summoning of a jury. 

When the coroner’s jury examined the 
body a contused wound was found on 
the back of the head and their had been 
bleeding from the ear. At the scene a 
lamp was discovered at the back end of 
the bed, where it is unlikely Hayson 
would have placed it. Fire had been 
started in the stove but it had gone out. 
Dishes were laid as if fora meal, which 
had never been partaken of. It was 
considered odd that the body should be 
covered up in bed with one boot on. 
Hayson was known to have been mak- 
ing arrangements to raise $500 on his 
property. A post mortem was ordered 
asthe circumstances point strongly to 
foul play. 


New Kooteney Railways.” 

Three new railways in West Koote- 
nay, if not four, are likely to make good 
progress towards completion this year, 
even if they do not get into full opera- 
tion, says the Pevelstoke Mail. The Ar- 
row Lake branch of the C. P. R. will 
without a doubt be extended from Wig- 
wamto the Upper Lake. Connecting 
there with the steamer for Nakusp, and 
thence by the Nakusp & Slocan Railway 
tou the Slocan mines. A regular ship- 
ment of ore can be made all winter with- 
out interruption. Toavyoid the risk of 
delay by ice on the lake, the new steam- 
er to be built by the C. & kh. N. Co. must 
be provided with an ice-breaker power- 
ful enough to keep the channel open in 
all weathers. The C. P. R. and Naviga- 
tion Company will be compelled to do 
thisin order to hold the business which 
it igexpected will be competed for by 
the haslo & Slocan railway, reported to 
be under contract for completion by the 
Istof September. This line with its out- 
let on Kooteney lake will not only be a 
direct competing route for many of the 
mines now shipping via Nakusp, but will 
give transportation to many new mines 
so far not within the reach of railway or 
steamer. The prospect, therefore, in the 
Slocan is for an exceedingly active and 
even rushing summer, both as to railway 
building and mining development. The 
wisdom of the Legislature in withhold- 
ing from the Red Mountain Railway 
Company an extension of its charter, as 
prayed for, will result in the immediate 
construction of the road, and perhaps a 
second line from Columbia at Trail to 
the mines will be built by the C.P.R., 
It ie entirely safe to say that had the ex- 
tension been granted, not even one road 
would have been built this year. The 
mine owners of Trail Creek can but be 
gratified that instead of no road ai all as, 
might have been the case if the charter 
had been extended, they will now have 
one at least one if not two railways enter- 
ing their camp before the end of Is). 


Improving the Rapids. 

The work of improving the hootenay 
rapids, for the benefit of steamer navyi- 
zation Which has been going forward un- 
dee the direction of F.C. Gamble, Lo- 
minion Government engineer, for some 
time, has now been practically finished. 
It consisted of about 1,000 feet of erib- 
work with riprap on the outside to pro- 
tect it from the wash of high water. The 
work done this winter was in connecting 
previous cribs by new work and in exten- 
sions, and has been going on nearly four 
months. The cribs are located on the 
edge of deep water to prevent steamers 
from drifting on the bar at places where 
the rapids are strong. If any further im- 
provement is projected, it will doubtless 
be adeeping of the channel where the 
rocks or the hard clay of the river bed 
need blasting ont for the advantage of 
navigationin low water.

THE POSE WAS FATAL. 


Standing Before a Mirror, 


Annie Shannon, a young married wo- 
man living at 45 Baum street. Cincinnati, 
was found dead standing in front of the 
dresser in her bedroom the other morn- 
ing. From the appearance of the body 
she had evidently been posing before the 
mirror when death overtook her. She 
was leaning on the dresser and her head 
was turned coquettishly to one side. Her 
eyes were wide open and were {staring 
full at the mirror. The woman was nude. 
The body wasdiccovered by a young girl 
who called at Mra. Shannon’s room. Her 
knock was anawered by Mrs. Shannon’s 
four-year-old child. When the girl en- 
tered the room she saw Mrs. Shannon, as 
she thought, preparing her toilet. She 
spoke pleasantly but was surprised at not 
receiving areply. She walked over to 
the mirror and laid her hand on the wo- 
man, and then it was that she discovered 
that she was dead. She gave the alarm 
andina short time the neighborhood 
was aroused. Coroner Haerr was hastily 
summoned, and the body was not dis- 
turbed until his arrival. A score of peo- 
ple crowded into the rooin gazing in awe- 
struck silence at the silent figure in front 
of the mirror. Dr. Haerr pronounced 
the case one of the most remarkable on 
record. Hesays that the woman had 
been dead several hours. How it hap- 
pened that she did not fall to the tloor, 
is what is most surprising. The doctor 
is of the opinion that the woman was 
posing before the mirror when she was 
stricken with death. She was of a pre- 
possessing face and tigure.

From an abstract of this 
paper by Dr, Rose, in the New Yorker 
Medicinische Monatschrift, we tind that 
of the earliest symptoms referable to the 
cold was a loss of memory. This was 
noted in the strong as well as those 
who were already suffering from the 
effects of the hardships to which they 
had been exposed. With the first ap- 
pearance of a moderately low tempera- 
ture (about five degrees above zero Fah- 
renneit), many of the soldiers were found 
to haye forgotten the names of the most 
ordinary things about them, as well as 
those of the articles of food. for the want 
of which they were perishing. Manv 
forgot their own names and those of 
their comrades, Others showed more 
pronounced symptoms of mental distur- 
bance, and not a few incurably insane. 
the typeof their insanity resembling very 
closely senile dementia. The cold was 
probably not alone responsible for these 
effects, fora zero temperature is rather 
stimulating than paralyzingin its action 
upon the well-fed and the healthy. These 
men were half-starved, poorly clad, worn 
out with long marching, many already 
weakened bydvysentrv and other diseases 
and all mentally depressed, ag an army 
in defeat always is. It needed, therefore, 
no very unusual degree of cold to pro- 
duce the psychic effects observed under 
other circumstances only as a conse- 
quene of exposure to an extreme low 
temperature.— Medical Record.
